months for the plant to grow and bear 
fruit, and they raise nothing but the 
finest kinds, one of them being as 
large as three that we see at home. 


An Ingenious Combination Tool. 
The Scientific American of last week 
contained the following which will be 
of interest to many of our readers: 
'An improved combination, a varie­ 
ty c f tools, as T squares, try squares 
in varioiT*5 forms framing squares, 
bevels, plumbs, levels, inclinometer 
by two different applications, etc, 
adapted for various purposes, h"*5 been 
patented in the United States and for­ 
eign countries by Mr. Townsend Har­ 
ris, of Brainerd, Minn. 
At one end 
of the stock is arranged a level blade 
and on the other end is the square, 
the stock being made in two principal 
sections in the form of wooaen-lined 
metallic castings, held one upon the 
other by apertured sockets engaging 
threaded lugs. 
On the lugs between 
the castings is also fitted a middle 
blade with a graduation, while on one 
lug is hung the square and the other 
lug forms a pivot for a slotted bevel 
blade. 
There are two levels, one at 
right angles to the other, their glass 
tubes being protected by elastic cush­ 
ions against shocks of the stock. 
The 
faces of the stock, as well as those of 
the square and slotted bevel blade, 
have graduations representing inches 
( and subdivisions, and one face ot the 
shorter member of the square bas a 
I protractor graduated in aegn 
! subdivisions. It is also possible to use 
with the stock a number of squares 
! having their members of different 
I lengths, and different lengths of bev­ 
el blades, only one square and one 
i bevel blade being used at a time in 
j connection With the stock. 
The parts 
may be adjusted to set the bevel blade 
to the protractor to form an indicator 
to give the two angles of forty-five de­ 
grees ami 135 degrees, and J he grad- 
I uation on the protractor is so arrang­ 
ed as to give any angle, and also the 
angle of a polygon at the same time, 
j or adjustments may be made whereby 
the devise may be readily used for 
drawing purposes and for transfering 
j angles from the drawings to the work.

Friend Charley: As I promised to 
write you something about the gay 
life of the French, I can think of 
nothing that will interest you more 
than

(Ball of the Four Arts) which takes

ilace here every spring in the Mou- 
in-Ilouge, one of the “loudest” vari­ 
ety theatres in Paris. 
You no doubt 
remember reading a year ago, of the 
battle between students and the po­ 
lice. It was at this place, and on one 
of these occasions of which I write, 
that the battle took place, in which 
much blood was shed and several 
lives lost, the reason you will know 
ere I finish. 
Having heard so much and seen so 
little of such things, I was at a loss to 
know what to wear. 
Everyone im­ 
pressed upon me the fact that it was 
not “how much” but “how little” I 
should wear that should receive my 
careful Attention, and so I set about 
to prepare my own wardrobe and thus 
save a few francs, as all art students 
here are obliged to do. 
I will not dwell upon what I wore, 
for really it was a small item, and 
could be described in half a dozen 
words. 
It if as arranged that all American 
students should meet at C af a d'H ar­ 
court inst before midnight and start 
ip a pody from there 
At eleven 
o’clock we left tfie American club en 
eofOy** *or th® Cafa. 
Crowds fol­ 
lowed us cheering 
lflUffbiog at 
our ridiculous makeups. 
Toe 
‘aJ a i 
was a brilliant mass of colors. 
All of 
the electric lights were ablaze, and 
hundreds of colored lanterns were 
hung around giving an indescribable 
effect. 
Both inside and on the street 
the tables were tilled with the impa­ 
tient revelers who made night hideous 
with songs of the studios. 
At mid­ 
night came the signal to start and a 
grand rush was made for the waiting 
cabs, as many as six students squeez­ 
ing into one, while three or four 
climbed upon the roof aud some rode 
on the horses’, backs. 
As each cab 
was filled, it dashed off at a breakneck 
speed to Montmare. 
The cabs were 
hung with colored lanterns, and the 
boys made things lively by squeezing 
the girls (models), and singing “John 
Brown’s body.” 
On the roof of our 
cab a female model was doing a 
dance. 
We were soon across the 
river and dashing through the big 
court of the Louvre, then up the Rue 
Richelieu to the Boulevard Rubens. 
Omnibuses and people stopped to let 
uspaaa and gazed with wonder. 
There was a great crojyd in front 
of the brilliantly lighted entrance to 
Elysee Montmare to greet us, and the 
police had all th«y could do to keep 
the crowd out of our way. 
We enter. 
At the head of the stairway the mon­ 
itors of each art school were seated to 
identify us, as no outsiders were to 
be admitted (it was feared there 
might be an Anthony Comstock in

eron them, but I advised them to re­ 
main at home. 
What I have told you about what 
took place is only the best part from 
a moral and artistic view, aud that is 
all I care to remember, but not all 
that was done. I came away impressed 
with the thought that in America 
such things would not be countenanc­ 
ed, and that France may experience 
“The Decadence of Rome” before 
many generations pass. 
Fearing I may entice you to come 
to Paris, I will desist.

At three o’clock came supper, and 
when the wine took effect the girls 
let themselves loose, likewise what­ 
ever they wore. 
They jumped on the 
supper table and danced, kicking 
glasses out of the fellows’ hands. 
Blit this was lather warm work., so 
they stripped off what little they wore 
and then gave the danse du centra. 
It was a queer sight to see about a 
dozen nude models all doing this at 
once to the music of the band. 
The 
police applauded a* well as other-. 
Cain was raised until long after day­ 
light, when the gay scene began to 
vanish, little by little. 
At 7 o’clock 
all was quiet and the great ball was 
at an end.

The A lim n tunc* of F a ll See«llii*r of 
T im othy if th e C onditions Are F a­ 
v o rab le—K eepinit M ilk Sw eet—Milk 
in th e IJnrn. 


C attle Hotind-1 pa Still to Ile Seen on 
S outhern C alifo rn ia Itniichex. 
An old-time Mexican rod<*o, or round­ 
up, of cattle is still to Im* soon iii the 
distinetivdy 
Mexican settlem ents of 
Southern (Yilifornia, says the Philadel­ 
phia Times, but, of course, on not so 
grand a scale as in tin* prim itive days 
when the ranches were much more ex­ 
tensive than they are now. The rodeo 
is held in th** spring of tile year for 
the purpose of branding and claim ing 
the calves of the sm son, selecting lM*ef 
c;t,ttie for the m arket and th a t each 
neigliltoring rancher may select his own 
and drive him home. The San Juan 
Capistrano Valley is the most distinct­ 
ively Mexican settlem ent in Southern 
California. H ere they tmxst rigidly ad­ 
here t«* the custom s of th** days “be­ 
fore tho Americanos ca me,” and here 
may Im* s**cii Mexicans. Indians, Am er­ 
icans and mestizos (mongrels) all dwell­ 
ing in unity. Bach rancher has a liicrro 
or "<*st:ito m ark,” commonly calk’d a 
“brand.” The rodeo usually lasts 
a 
week, som etim es much longer. It be­ 
gins at a stated ranch aud is continued 
throughout th** cattle district until each 
ranch has had its rodeo—the 
word 
projM*rly meaning "the place where cat­ 
tle are g a th e n d .” It is som ething on 
the style of a progn*ssive euchre puny 
in its nomadic rounds. F o r example, j 
the " jtie*vs *1**1 (tim po'* decides that tin* j 
rode** shall lM*gin at tin* ranch of Senor ; 
Avila, and then In* designates each sn • 
••ceding ranch iii tin* district, culling 
w ith th at of Senor Arrillaga, when* the 
final fandango takes place. 
Lu cli ranch 
has a corral, located on a plain, from 
PKI to 2<M» feet square, form ed by driv­ 
ing ti tit I hts in the earth, standing close­ 
ly together, having them six or eight 
feet in height, just Im*j olid tin* jum ping 
I»mvers of tin* cattle. Tin* vaqueros. 
who have Im***ii out herding tin* cattle, 
drive them to tin* corral, where they 
enter a gate at one corner, am* when 
all have J casse* I in the gate is clos <1. 
leaving only a small opening for one to 
pass out at a time. 
In order to induce 
the cattle to enter one of them has 
been lassoed and ti**d to a stake in tin* 
center of tin* corral, as if In* were to he 
offered tip as a sacrifice. 
Iii a short 
tim** In* begins to paw aud bellow, an I 
tin* herd rush in to see w hat is the m at­ 
ter. 
W hen grown cattle are to be branded 
they must first Im* lass*M*d. T iny are 
stuni|M‘dfd; tin* herdsm en Starr in lull 
chase, yelling as if chasing Indians. 
< Un* of them throw s tin* lasso over the 
horns, others at the feet. and at a 
signal cry each stops his hors** short, 
bracing him self Inaekward, and in a 
moment tin* loop becomes taut and tin- 
anim al is ensnared. Tin* horse's flanks 
ar** protected from tin* cattle bv leath­ 
ern arm or. The herdsm en have thick 
wooden stirrups and leathern arm or bu­ 
tin* legs. Tin* lasso is made firm to a 
ring in tin* saddle girth, and after hav­ 
ing throw n it tin* rider has onlj' to 
keep lits seat. A fter each vaquero lias 
"weeded" out his cattle they arc driven 
to 1 hat particular ranch, and on tin* 
morrow tin* satin* ceremony is gone 
through w ith a t tin* next ranch, aud so 
on throughout tin* cuttle circuit. • 
At the conclusion of each day's rodeo 
and slaughter there is a "big feed.” A 
long table runs the entire length of un* 
adobe building, containing tin* hottest 
of Mexican dillies (Chili pepper being 
tin* predom inating flavor) and a va rid j* 
of native wines, distill***! on tin* prem ­ 
ises and mellowed bj* ag**—pure as the 
grape juice can m ake it. 
It is not! va bl.* 
to the Americanos that condim ents arc 
not to Im* found on the Mexican tables. 
'I'ln* dishes arc seasonal by tin* culinary 
artist, and it Is consider***! a reflection 
upon his ability to add seasoning to a 
dish. But tiles** dishes are invariably 
hot enough for tin* Americanos. These 
rod**os ar** usually feasts—-every one iii 
tin* neighlMohood attending, and many 
of them m ake tin* circuit. Tin* senor of 
tin* ranch entertains all who conic, 
and. of course, w ithout charge. There 
ar** tw enty or thirty herdsm en,each with 
tim*** or four horses, ami tile proprietor 
of each ranch in tin* district, with his 
sons ami perhaps their friends. 
In tile 
late afternoon tit** .voting senors and 
senoritas begin to flock in. There is 
to Im* a fandango a fr**o-for-all dance. 
They have an opportunity to dance 
their national cachaca and L a Jota to 
tile sw eet tones of the violin, guitar 
and harp. Aud thus ends the d a y s 
rouiul-up. 


In m any sections the fall seeding of 
ti moth J* will prove a siuvcss if the 
conditions are favorable, says \V. A. 
Henry, of the Madison, W’is., experi­ 
ment station. 
F irst of all tiler** must 
be a sufficient am ount of m oisture iii 
tin* sail to not only sprout the seed. 
but m aintain the young tender grass 
plants as the J* begin t<* grow. An ideal 
se*-.! can Im* formed by plowing stubble 
land early am i cultivating 
it 
every 
tim e tit** weeds 
have 
started well, 
coaxing tin* weed seeds to grow ami 
then killing th** young weed plants 
w ith the shallow cultivation before 
they have had tim** to get any hold on 
tit** soil. Following for a few weeks 
in this way will firm tin* soil beneath 
and leave a line seed bed alm ost free 
from weeds of an inch or tw o iii depth. 
Tim othy seed sown broadcast or w ith 
seeder, and put in w ith a light drag 
will make a tin** stand under such cir­ 
cum stances. Sometimes 
the 
stubble 
lichis are very free from weeds, and 
no plowing is rustled, but on** or tw o 
harrow ings will stir tin* soil sufficient­ 
ly to allow tin* K****d to catch, lu order 
to get tin* hest stand I should prefer 
plowing aud thorough preparation. 
T here is perhaps no part of general 
farm ing less understood than th** use 
of “nurse” crops for grasses and clo­ 
vers. Fa mi* *rs ask me again and again 
when recommending tin* sow iug of clo­ 
ver and grass s**eds by them selves if 
the young plants will not hum tip w ith 
the sun unless some grain, like oats, 
barlejq w heat or rye are sown for p ro 
I tf*ction. Lot us look into this a lilt!**: 1 
W here enc of those grains is sown to­ 
gether with grass ami clover, on** or 
both 
tit** roots from th** grain plant 
so**n reach deep into the soil consider­ 
ably below tin* roots of tin* young grass 
or dover. 
If there is plenty of inoio 
tu*'e I* all grow together nicety; if there 
is . tack. the grain roots 
I* dug 
the 
deepest get tile moist nr**, taking it from 
tit** grass or do v er roots, and the latter 
plants die if th** supply is cut off for 
any length of time. The truth of th** 
m atter is. tiles** so-called “nurse crops” 
an* a groat hindrance to the grasses 
aud clovers, and only when there Is 
m oisture for both *lo both stuve***!. 
We lu n e never failed yet getting a 
g *>d stand of clovers and grasses when 
v c have sown them alone iii the spring 
v.lu'.e frequently both clover and tim ­ 
othy have failed to give a goo I "catrh” 
u lcn sown with grain 
be nuse 
th** 
young plants died out 
iii 
hot. dry 
wen titer. 
And so. for fall seeding of tim othy. 
I advise sowing ti;** grass seed alone, 
or possibly dover with it. though the 
clover may be left until th** following 
spring, 
lf there is m oisture and the 
ground i- iii order tit** tender grass 
plants will grow with wonderful rap- , 
iiiitv aud soon tho Held will lie given— 
as green as if w inter wheat were sown 
and gain plenty of strength to witlt- 
stand tin* w inter’s freezing and thaw ­ 
ing. 
In sowing grasses 
bv 
them selves 
woods <•<nu** iii* (haw ing out moisture 
and shading 
th** 
young plants. To 
check these run a mower over the field, j 
setting ttn* cutter bar high. The grass j 
plants will sinh) gain a victory over the 
weeds with this treatm ent. 
I have seen tim othy sown success­ 
fully 
**11 well prepared ground with 
turnips harvested. This will onty do 
where there is plenty of m oisture for 
both and the soil rich and favorable. 
I have also seen a corn field 
culti­ 
vated with level cultivation and tim ­ 
othy se***! sown between 
the 
corn 
rows, in August, and a good stand se­ 
cured 
Here. too. there m ust Im* plenty 
of moisture, and it is necessary to cut 
th** stalks of corn level with the ground 
that they may not interfere w ith th** 
mower th** next 
season. I ii 
many 
parts of th** country tim othy will suc­ 
ceed best when sown in the fall. 


TH ti MARBLE CUT 
TER 


Frncni«‘nt« W hlcK t'*e«l to Ile Re­ 
ft pined Now Mode In to M any Oran* 
m e n t a l NI* ii pen. 
As a striking instance of the modern 
ingenuity th at gathers up everything 
that nothing be lost and turns it to 
some account, tho transform ation of 
m arble fragm ents Into tilings of beauty 
is cited by th** New York Tribune as 
conspicuous. Form erly tons of chip­ 
pings of th** finest m arble were thought 
of no better us** than to m ake roads 
or m arble dust. Now Urn little frag­ 
m ents are brought even from the far 
fatuous quarries of C arrara—hom e of 
the Sicilian anarchists—and are re- 
tinit***! iii a solid m ass to form house­ 
hold ornam ents, parts of buildings, 
m antels, monuments, etc. in a larg<' 
brick structure iii one of the small 
cities on tile Sound is th** factory of the 
company engaged in th** m arble mo­ 
saic business. As one enters he sees 
barrels full of m arble of all colors, the 
fragm ents lM*ing of various sizes, from 
th a t of a pea to th a t of an egg or 
larger. The sm aller sizes are already 
rt'due***! enough to form the mosaic, 
but th** larger tines arc crum bled by 
powerful 
machines, 
then 
carefully 
screened so as to got an even grade of 
th** size desired. Tile particles are then 
mixed w ith a composition of cem ent 
aud other m aterials, and the m ass is 
molded while soft Into the desired 
shapes. Lying about one s**os various 
molds for table t«*ps. brackets, urns, 
mantels, cornices, paper weights, etc. 
W hen the mosaic has hardened it is 
siiiooth**d and polished like solid m ar­ 
ble and takes a m irror-like finish. The 
various colors of the m arble are m ade 
to appear to great advantage by con­ 
trast in some articles. For instance, 
a clnvker board will Im* laid out iii the 
squur**s of red and black, alternating 
on a tabl** top of gray marble. The 
m akers claim th a t the com position will 
last for a long tim e out of doors, and 
it has 1m*(*ii used already (more partic­ 
ularly iii th** W est, w here it w as first 
introduced) for building fronts, cem ­ 
etery walls, tombstone's, etc. It will 
Im* seen th at the m arble mosaic has a 
great advantage in the w ay of cheap­ 
ness over solid-marble work. The m a­ 
terial costs much less than solid m ar­ 
ble in the block, while the w ork of 
molding, adm itting as it does of in­ 
definite duplication, is a less expensive 
process than cutting by hand. While 
m any may Ik* skeptical about the du­ 
rability of m arble mosaic as an out- j 
door building m aterial, there is a good 
dem and for the sm all articles finished 
for indoor ornam ents.

K e e p ltif; M ilk S w e e t. 
To ktvp milk sweet it should be re­ 
duced to as low a tem perature as pos­ 
sible at the earliest practical moment 
after milking. Tho milk is conducted 
over tinned tubes while ice cold w ater 
runs through the tubes. In five min­ 
utes th** tem perature of the milk is re­ 
duced over 4fI degrees. Milk st* chilled 
docs not sour so rapidly as that which 
cools slow ly, says a w riter In American 
Cultivator. Til** cream from separated 
milk should keep sweet l«»uger. as a 
rul«*. than from milk set in pans or 
cans for th** reason that it m ust alw ays 
b** mon* uniform ly sw eet than cream 
skimmed otherw ise iii warm w eather. 
Then if chilled at one** and sot in <I**ep 
cans surround***! by ice w ater titer** 
should be lit th* trouble in keeping it 
sweet two or three daj's. A friend of 
min** who made a o<m>1<w and nerat***! 
his milk, aud inform s me that he has 
kept milk sweet for forty-eight hours 
without using ic**. Sixty degrees is far 
better. 
If on** can scour** cool spring 
w aler, let the milk or cream stand in 
that, aud have some ic** also in th** 
watrt* if possible. 
lit connection w ith 
tins subject too much em phasis cannot 
be laid on the necessity 
for 
having 
dairy 
utensils 
clean 
and 
properly 
washed. 
.Milk 
pa us 
should 
first Im* 
rinsed in 
« * m »1 water, then thoroughly 
scalded, and then again rinsed in cool 
w ater and wiped dry. If hot w ater 
is us(**l first it will cause som e of the 
milky substance to adhere to the sides 
and joints and the trouble will begin 
rig!it there. No treatm ent of the milk 
or cream can prevent souring if this 
nuttier of cleaning utensils is not a t­ 
tended to. Even infinitely sm all por­ 
tions of sour milk or cream allowed 
to rem ain contain enough bacteria to 
sour the new contents in a very short 
tim**, though tho conditions for their 
rapid m ultiplication are mad** less fa­ 
vorable by c*M*ling. 


Tilt* S till S a v e r. 
W hether th** farm er sow w heat or 
rril.1 oats, w hether he build up re fu ta ­ 
tion or barns, la* does till by accutnulat- 1 
ing tho little tilings. Everything comes 
bv littles, and lh** most successful farm ­ 
er is the man who heeds, studies and 
saves. 
The object of the farm er ought to Im* 
not only to enrich soil, blit als** to keep 
his soil to weigh it down so th a t it 
will not blow away. For example, lier** 
is a cornfield stripped bare in the fall. 
lf snows come and stay inc soil must 
rem ain; it cannot g* t aw ay, but w e! 
have often open w inters in snow re­ 
gions w here tho surface freezes and 
thaws, and tho wind blows aw ay for 
w»*.cks iit a time. 
Dors th** farm er realize how much I 
s*»il he loses in a w inter from fields 
plowed the season before and left "des- 
< late” all w inter? 
If th** fields ar** on 
the w indw ard side of grass land *.r 
other fields, pastures, 
for 
example, ; 
then lit* *i*»cs not lose this fertility that 
is transferred bv th** wind, if the 
lichis adjoining belong to him, but even 
in this case th** fertility is carried from 
one field ft* another. Tile fanner, how- j 
ever. wish** to distribute his own ma- j 
tonal, and w ants it to stay where be 
puts it. 
But if bis plowed land is on tho road­ 
side. or adjoins th'* field of lis neigh­ 
bor. then the neighbor’s land, if to the 
b'owartl. gets the ben *flt. 
Some farm - 
«is may say. "th a t’s too sm all to L« ill­ 
er w ith.” 
It is uot too sm all to both­ 
er with, nothing on the farm th a t naves 
is too sm all to bother with.

Tiler** is an economical method to 
weight the soil down, or more property, 
ti** it down.

There is a fresh­ 
ness in the appearance of a newly laid 
egg that cannot Im* counterfeited, and 
though eggs may be preserved (pre­ 
vented from decaying), they will not be 
w hat is term ed fresh. 
It is not so much a m atter of process 
as la the kind of eggs. 
Eggs from liens 
not w ith males will keep three tim es 
as long as those that contain the germ s 
of chicks. 
In tin* incubators eggs that 
contained in* chicks have rem ained for 
three weeks a t a tem perature of IO.” 
degrt*es, coming out in a condition not 
unlit for use iii custards aud cakes, aud 
having no wlor, while fertile eggs arc 
become rotten as soon as tin* germ was 
dead. Tin* main point, therefore, is to 
take the males out of tin* yards, as tho 
hens will lay as m any eggs xvi thou I 
their presence as with them, while tho 
keeping qualiti**s of tho eggs will be ex* 
tended to a much longer period. 
The next point is to keep the eggs in 


1 a cool place, such as a cellar,

If, how­ 
ever, the grade Ik* too alight to give 
much effect to this law, and, in fact, 
so slight as to require the use of steam 
in tho handling of descending trains 
jus natural tendency may be minimized, 
and. indeed, overcome and reversed by 
a constant d raft of loads in Un* direc­ 
tion of its descent, says tin* ClniTstoa 
News and Courier. H eavy loads pull 
ing eoustanUy in one direction have a 
tendency to drive the rail in the op­ 
posite direction. Should It be now s 
s.iry, however, to apply tho brakes, 
tho rail is driven in the direction of 
the moving train. Or. a perfectly level

alm ost 
Invariably 
“creeps” iii the opposite direction from 
tit** m ovem ent of tin* heaviest and most 
constant traffic, except at points w here 
it is custom ary to shut off and apply 
the brakes, a t which the "creep” Is in 
the sam e direction. On roads Luring 
grades which change abruptly from 
ascending to descending grades over 
tin* crown of a hill, it often happens 
th a t the rails “creep” nj* grade on both 
sides of Un* crown, and this is especi.al- 
ly true w here long, heavy trains are 
run, as the heavy pulling of the engine 
after it has passed the crown, going 
down grade, causes it to drive the rail 
upw ard on the one side, while the rear 
of tin* train has som ew hat th** tendency 
to pull, or at least to hold, the rail on 
the opposite ascent. One rail often 
“creeps” faster than Un* other; this is 
not confined to the oast m il or tin* west 
rail. tin* north or th** south.

A Story ef Slavery Day s, in \\ hieli n 
Loyal anil F ilia l Darky* Kicurcil. 
A group of gentlemen mostly from 
Dixie, were discussing certain phases 
of the institution of slavery as it exist- 
<*d in their region, at one of the dow n­ 
town hotels, says the Washington Post. 
The faithfulness of the black man to 
his m aster was heartily attested by 
those present, nearly all of whom had 
owned slaves. 
"There never was a more loyal sub­ 
ject 
than the 
old-time 
plantation 
darky,” said Major George Griffin, of 
Columbus, Ga., 
"The percentage of 
slaves who tried to gain their freedom 
by running aw ay was very small, w hich 
was the best proof of their contented 
lot. My father 
had 
em igrated from 
South Carolina to Georgia, bringing 
with him about thirty negroes, in them ­ 
selves constituting a resp«*etablo for­ 
tune. 
H e was a thrifty planter, and 
with the aid of his colored vassals, his 
worldly possessions increased rapidly. 
Among tin* num ber \v:w a great, strap­ 
ping fellow nam ed Dan, who from the 
fact of his ability to do about twice the 
work of an average hand and also for 
his good disposition, was a prime favor­ 
ite on the place. 
Dan was really the 
pet of tin* 
family. 
H e could 
shuck 
more corn aud pick more cotton than 
any of his colleagues, and withal was 
as amiable as a child. One sum m er 
night Dan left his cabin and walked up 
to tin* ‘big house,’ as the servants styl­ 
ed tin* residence of their owner. 
He 
found my father seat**d on tin* veranda 
smoking his pipe, and, coming to him, 
said. ‘Mars George, 1 ve got a favor to 
ax of you.’ 
“ ‘Well, what is it D an?’ 
“ You know I’ve got a twin brother 
back in Souf Caliuy. dat I ain’t seed in 
eleven years. 1 wants you to let me go 
on a little visit to see Reuben, for 1 
thinks a heap of dat hoy.’ 
"Well, the upshot of it was that the 
necessary consent was given. There 
was no 
railroad closer than Atlanta, 
but Dan thought little of walking that 
distance. 
When the day cam e for him 
to start In* was the happiest mortal on 
earth. 
Father gave him a nice suit of 
clothes and plenty of pocket money. 
H** was to he hack in six weeks. 
Some 
of our neighbors prophesied that we 
had seen the last of Dan. hut not so. 
I recollect the night when lie came 
down the road whistling a merry tune, 
lb* had enjoyed a great tim e with his 
brother and tin* six weeks was up to u 
day.”

W henever an enterprising man or big 
corporation desires to build a new bus­ 
iness block anywhere, he or it is al­ 
most sure to liiul some ow ner of this 
kind to em barrass or stop the projected 
improvement. 
It may Ik* the estate is 
founded on ground rents, or it may

abroad who is satisfied with present 
investm ent and won't sell at all. The 
probability is, however, th a t the owner 
will sell. 1 mt dem ands such an exor­ 
bitant price that it comes very prop­ 
erly under the head of blackmail.

F irs t o f all there m u st 
!«* a sufficient a m o u n t of m oisture in 
th e soli to not only sprout the seed, 
lull m a in tain th e young ten d er g rass 
p lants as they begin to grow. 
An ideal 
seed can be form ed by plow ing stubbie 
land early a n d cultivating 
it 
every 
tim e tlie w eeds 
have 
sta rte d well, 
costxing tin* w eed seeds to grow and 
tlit*n killing the young weed plants 
w ith th e shallow 
cultivation 
before 
they h a v e had tim e to get any hold on 
tin* soil. F ollow ing for a few w eeks 
in this w ay will firni the soil b eneath 
an d leave a line seed bed alm ost free 
from wet*ds o f a n inch or tw o in depth. 
T im oth y seed sow n broad cast or w ith 
seeder, an d pu t in w ith a light d ra g 
will m ak e a tint* stan d u n d er such c ir­ 
cum stances. 
Som etim es 
tin* 
stubble 
fields a re very fn*e from weeds, an d 
no plow ing is needed, b u t out* or tw o 
h a rro w tn g s will stir tilt* soil sufficient­ 
ly to allow the st*t*d to catch. 
In order 
to get tin* best sta n d I should prefer 
plow ing a n d thorough p rep aratio n. 
T h e re is p e rh a p s no p a rt of general 
fa rm in g less un derstoo d th an tht* use 
of "n u rse” crops for g rasses an d clo­ 
vers. 
F a rm e rs ask me again a n d again 
w hen reco m m end ing tin* so w ing of t l>»- 
ver an d g ra s s seeds by them selves if 
the young plants will n o t b urn up w ith 
tin* su n unless som e grain, like oats, 
barley, w h e at or rye a re sow n for pro­ 
tection. 
L et us look into this a little: 
W here t<in* of these g rain s is sow n to- 
getiier w ith grass and clover, one or 
both 
fin* roots from the grain p la n t 
soon r<*nch deep into th e soil consider­ 
ably below tin* roots of tin* young grass 
or d o v c r. 
If there is plenty of mois- 
tu*'i* li *t 11 grow together nicely; if there 
is . lack, the grain roots

deepest get tin* m oisture, tak in g it from 
tin* grass or clover roofs, and tin* la ite r 
plants die if tht* supply is cut off for 
an y length of time. T h e tru th of the 
m a tte r is, these so-called “n u rse cro p s” 
a re a great h in d ran ce to the grasses 
an d clovers, and only w hen th e re is 
m oisture for both 
do both succeed. 
W e have never failed yet gettin g a 
g oil stan d of clovers and g rasses w hen 
v e have sow n them alone in th e sprin g ; 
v.hMe frequently both clover a n d tim 
(.thy have failed to give a g'*o I “c a tr h ” 
w ben sow n w ith grain 
because 
the 
yo un g p lan ts died out 
in 
hot, dry 
woa t her. 
And so. f o r fall seeding of tim othy, 
i a d v i s e sow ing th e g rass seed alone, 
or p o s s i b l y clover w ith it. though th e 
cl ver may b e left until tlu* following 
spring. 
If th ere is m oisture and the 
g r o u n d i; in order tin* ten der grass 
p l a i n s will grow w ith w onderful ra p ­ 
idity and s o o n the field will b e green — 
a s g r e e n a s if w in te r w heat w ere sown 
and gain plenty of stre n g th to w ith­ 
stand tlu* w in ter’s freezing an d thaw - 
ing. 
In sow ing grasses 
by 
them selves 
weeds com e up th a w in g out m oisture 
an d shad in g 
th e 
young plants. T o 
check these run a m ow er over the field, 
settin g tin* c u tter b a r high. Tlie grass 
plants will soon gain a victory over tin* 
wet*ds w ith this trea tm en t. 
I have seen tim othy sow n success- ; 
fully on 
well prepared ground w ith 
tu rn ip s harvested. 
T h is will only do \ 
w here then* is plenty of m oistu re for 
both and th e so il rich an d favorable. 
I have also seen a corn field 
culti­ 
vated with level cultivation an d tim ­ 
othy seed sow n betw een

rows, in August, and a good stan d se- | 
ciirt'd 
Hen*, too. th ere m u st be plenty 
of moisture, an d it is neeessary to cut 
the stalks of corn level with the ground 
th at they m ay n ot in te rfe re w ith tin*

season. 
In 
m any 
parts of tin* country tim o th y will suc­ 
ceed best w hen sow n in th e fall. 
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T o keen milk sw eet it should be re­ 
duced to as low a te m p e ra tu re as pos­ 
sible a t the earliest practical m om ent 
a fte r milking. Tht* m ilk is conducted 
over tin ned tub es w hile ice cold w ate r 
ru n s through tht* tubes. 
In live m in­ 
utes tie* tem p eratu re of tht* milk is re- 
duced over 4i> degrees. 
Milk so chilled 
does not sour so rapidly as th a t which 
cools slowly, say s a w riter in A m erican 
Cultivator. 
Tin* cream from sep a rate d 
milk should keep sw eet longer, as a 
rule, th an from milk set in p an s or 
can s for the reason that it m u st alw ay s 
In* m ore u niform ly sw e et th a n cream 
skim m ed o th erw ise in w arm w eather. 
T h en if chilled at once an d set in deep 
can s surrounded by ice w a te r th ere 
should be little trouble in keeping it 
sw eet tw o or tlu'ee days. 
A friend of 
m ine w ho m ad e a cooler an d a erated 
his milk, an d inform s m e th a t he has 
kept milk sw eet for forty-eight hours 
w ithout using ice. 
Sixty degrees is far 
better. 
It out* can secure cool sp rin g 
w ater, let th e m ilk or cream stand in 
that, an d h av e som e ice also in the 
w a te r if possible. 
In connection w ith 
this sub ject too m uch em p h asis c an n o t 
lit* laid on tin* necessity 
for 
hav ing 
d airy 
utensils 
clean 
and 
properly 
washed. 
Milk 
p a n s 
should 
first be 
rinsed m tool w ater, th en thoroughly 
scalded, an d then again rinsed in cool 
w a te r an d w iped dry. 
If hot w a ter 
is ust'd first it will cause som e of th e 
milky su b stan ce to ad h e re to th e sides 
a n d jo in ts and th e trouble will begin 
right there. 
No tre a tm e n t of the milk 
or cream can prevent so urin g if this 
m a tte r of cleaning utensils is no t at- 
tended to. 
E ven infinitely sm all por­ 
tions of sour milk or cream allowed 
to rem ain con tain enough b acteria to 
sour the new con tents in a very short 
time, though the conditions for their 
rapid m ultiplication a re m ade h*ss fa ­ 
vorable bv cooling.

Eggs can 
1m* preserved, b u t w hen they reach the 
m a rk e t th ey cannot com pete w ith ihose 
th a t a re new ly laid. T h e re is a fresh ­ 
ness iu th e a p p ea ran ce of a new ly laid 
egg th a t c an n o t 1m* counterfeited, and 
though eggs m ay be preserved (pro- 
veutt*d from decaying), they will not Lie 
w h a t is term ed fresh. 
It is n ot so m uch a m a tte r of process 
a s in tin* kind of eggs. 
Eggs from hens 
not w ith m ales will keep th ree tim es 
as long as th ose that co n tain the germ s 
of chicks. 
In tlu* incu bators eggs th a t 
contained no chicks h a v e rem ain ed for 
th ree w eek s a t a te m p e ra tu re of lu”. 
degrees, com ing out in a condition not 
unfit for use in c u sta rd s and cakes, an d 
h av in g no tnlor, w hile fertile eggs a re 
becom e ro tte n as soon as th e germ w as 
dead. T h e m ain point, therefore, is to 
ta k e th e m ales out of th e yards, as tho 
h en s will lay as m any eggs w ithoul 
th eir presence as w ith them , while tho 
keepin g qualities of tin* e g g s will la* ex­ 
te n d ed to a m uch longer period.

No m ethod will an sw er if fertile 
eggs are used. 
T o be successful, one 
should not buy eggs, as a decom posed 
egg am o ng a lot w ill affect tic* whole, 
and stale eggs will find their w ay into 
the basket d espite all precaution- v. hov 
eggs a re collected from uoigitl; «rs. 
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W h e th e r the* farm* r sow w h e a t or 
wild oats, w h eth e r he build up r e f u t a ­ 
tion o r barns, lit* (Um*s all by accu m u la t­ 
ing th e little things. 
E v ery th in g com es 
by littles, an d the m ost successful fa r m ­ 
er is th e m an w ho heeds, studies and 
saves. 
T he object of the fa rm e r ought to Im* 
not only to enrich soil, b u t also t o keep 
his soil 
to weigh it d o w n so th a t it 
j will not blow aw ay. 
F o r exam ple, here 
is a cornfield strip p ed b a re in th e fall. 
If snow s com e an d stay tne soil m ust 
rem ain ; it can no t gt t a w ay , b u t w e 
h av e often open w in ters in snow re ­ 
gions w here tlu* su rface freezes and 
thaw s, an d th e w ind blow s a w a y for 
w eeks at a time. 
Hoes the fa rm e r realize how m uch 
soil lie loses in a w in ter from fields 
plow ed tlu* season before an d left “des­ 
olate” all w in ter?

the w in d w a rd side o f grass land c r 
o th e r fields, pastu res, 
for 
exam ple, 
then lu* does not lose this fertility th a t 
is tra n sfe rre d

Tlie fa n n e r , h o w ­
